For  heavy  breeds,  an  increase  of  3 percent  from  1976  is  intendedrn 
but  a decrease  of  13  percent  is  intended  for  light  breeds.

Turkey  breeder  hens  on  December  1,  1976  in  27  States  totaled  3,037,000, 
down  2 percent  from  a year  earlier.  Of  this  total  2,728,000  were  heavy 
breeds,  up  2 percent  and  309,000  were  light  breeds,  down  23  percent  from 
December  1975.

In  1976,  there  were  139.7  million  turkeys  raised  in  the  United  States, 
up  12  percent  from  1975.  Heavy  breed  turkeys  totaled  121,580,000,  up  11 
percent  and  light  breeds  totaled  18,169,000,  up  21  percent  from  1975.
